The Physical Body 
Some one replies that when they say 


“7” they mean their physical body. But | 


do you not know that your body is only 
a garment woven from about ninety 
cents worth of chemical elements? 
One day in the Old National Museum 
in Washington D. C., I looked through 
a plate glass window and saw in small 
vials the exact portions of lime, silica, 
iron, water pa other chemicals that 
make up the body. I found their com- 
mercial value to be something less than 
a $1.00. A person may have a million 
dollars but he is only worth ninety 
cents! I never have understood how a 
ninety cent man can eat a four dollar 
dinner! 


Let us also be reminded that our phy- 
sical bodies are ever undergoing chang- 
es in their cells. Since you began read- 
ing this article many body cells have 
sloughed off of your anatomy, and the 
instant each cell departed a new one 
was builded to take its place. 


There are millions of cells at work 
on your brain that never thought of a 
foot. Cells are building your eye that 
never saw an arm. Cells are at work 
on your ears that never heard of a 
lung. It is to be questioned if you have 
a single cell in your body that was 
there seven years ago. You possess 
a muscular system. In your anatomy 
there are a given number of bones with 


muscles wrapped around them and these 
muscles are rt of making more 
than fourteen thousand gestures. But 
if we will think deeply we will come to 
know that this transitory, ever chang- 
ing physical body is not the I. 


Think deeply and you will be driven 
to the conclusion that this mysterious 
thing called personality embodied in the 
I, is something that goes infinitely be- 
yond the mere dollar’s worth of chemi- 
cal compounds. The J stands behind 
the scenes and looks through the eyes, 
hears through the ears, speaks through 
the mouth, feels through the sense of 
a and smells through the sense of 
smell. 


Job went to the heart of the matter 
when he said, “Thou hast clothed me

with skin and flesh and hast fenced me 
with bones and _ sinews.” In, other 
words, Job is saying that God had 
wrapped “skin, flesh, bones and sinews” 
around him. Job knew that he was not 
flesh and blood but that the physical 
body was simply a garment that he was 
wearing. He said that the J was living 
temporarily in a physical body. 


It is an indication that one is making 
spiritual progress when there awakens 
in his nature a deep realization of the 
fact that he is not a mere bundle of 
chemical elements actuated by the de- 
sires and passions of the flesh, but that 
he is an eternity-bound spirit, taber- 
nacling temporarily in a house of clay. 
Think it through and your conclusion 
will be, “J. am not a body, I have a 
body.” 

The Brain 


What do you mean J? The psychol- 
ogist may answer, “Brain”. Which 
brain? The brain when you are two, 
twenty two or fifty two years of age? 
The brain is ever changing in its cell 
structure. Worn out cells are passing 


away. Some of us have had a complete 
revolution of a dozen or more brains, as 
far as the physical construction of the 
organism is concerned. But memory 
insists that the J has been the same all 
the time. 


You can remember events that trans- 
pired twenty, thirty, or forty years ago. 
During that time you have had several 
brains, physically speaking, but your 


memory says that you have not 
changed. There must be something 
deeper and more enduring in personal- 
ity than mere brain cells. The brain 


is the seat of thought but it is not the 
source of thought. In itself it has no 
power to originate or create. Physical- 
ne the brain of a man differs little from 
the brain of an ape. Some one has said 
that if the soul of a man could get be- 
hind the brain of an ape, it could func- 
tion as efficiently with the ape brain 
as a human brain because the source of 
the intelligence is not dependent upon 
the physical organism. Intelligence 
originates in a deever realm. Your con- 
clusion must be, “J am not a brain. I 
have a brain. I use a brain. I think 
through a brain, but this brain is not 
me, it is mine, for I am spirit.” 


Personality is Spirit 


From whence this 1? “And God 
breathed into man’s nostrils the breath 
(Hebrew: nshamah, meaning spirit) of 
life; and man became a living soul.” 


Personality is centered in spirit. The 
soul is a shadow of the personality and 
the body is a shadow of the shadow. 
The spirit is the cause, the soul is the 
— and the body is the effect of the 
effect. 


The human personality lives in three 
worlds and functions daily on three 
planes of consciousness. In the New 
Testament there are three words trans- 
lated from the original Greek to read 
life. In the English translation the 
word occurs one hundred and eighty 
times. 


Sometimes the word life originates 
from the Greek words bios and biotikos 
which pertain to physical life. Other 
times it has its origin in the word 
psuche meaning psychic, from which we 
get the modern word psychology, the 
science of soul life and mental proc- 
esses. Other times it comes from the 
word zao which means spirit or eternal 
enduring life. Due to the poverty of 
the English language these three words 
fail to convey the real Greek meaning 
back of them. Paul spoke in recogni- 
tion of the three planes of life on which 
the human personality functions when 
he said, “I pray God that your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless.” 


There is a difference between eternal 
existence and immorality. Every hu-

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IS THERE AN 
INTERNATIONAL CONSPIRACY?

HERE are certain wizards of inter- 

national finance who will likely 
cringe with anxiety when they read the 
following article. They may proceed to 
try to hinder the man and the magazine 
responsible for bringing this informa- 
tion to light. Their opposition is an- 
ticipated. And we promise faithfully to 
be alert to their strategy. It is be- 
coming increasingly evident that we are 
dealing with tangible realities in this 
exposure, which some months ago we 
chose to call, “The Hidden Hand.” 


When Mr. Victor E. Marsden of the 
London Morning Post translated *“The 
Protocols of the Learned Elders of 
Zion” from the original Russian docu- 
ments we are told that, “This work was 
carried out at the cost of Mr. Marsden’s 
own life’s blood. He could not stand 
more than an hour at a time of his work 
on it in the British Museum, as the 
diabolical spirit of the matter which he 
was turning into English made him 
positively ill. He was special corres- 
pondent of the Post in the suite of His 
Royal Highness, the Prince of Wales, on 
his empire tour. From this he returned 
with the Prince apparently in much 
better health but within a few days of 
his landing he was taken seriously ill, 
and died after a very brief illnéss.” 


It has been charged that these docu- 
ments are forgeries, and they may be. 
They were given to the world by a Rus- 
sian official by the name of Sergyei 
Nilus who worked under the Czar prior 
to the reign of the Reds. 


If Nilus were writing today, he could 
not describe more accurately the things 
which are coming to pass than he did 
about a quarter of a century ago when 
these threats against the nations were 
first published. So far as I know the 
best argument for their accuracy is the 
fact that the world conspiracy which 
they purport to expose is working out 
exactly as the documents indicate. 


The theory is that a powerful group 
of international Jews have been attack- 
ing the nations by promoting a series 
of economic wars. Out of the chaos 
which they are said to be creating they 
expect to build a dictatorship based up- 
on gold which will gag the nations into 
subjection, with themselves in the dom- 
inant position of power. This is in ex- 
act fulfillment of Bible prophecy which 
says they will take the larger part of 
the gold of the world back to Palestine 
with them when they return. They an- 
nounce that at the proper moment they 
will unveil a Jewish Superman. The 
18th chapter of Revelation indicates 
that the coming “King of the Jews” will 
control the central hub of the world’s 
finance. We read that his trade mark 
will have to be taken by all who wish to 
“buy or sell.” 


Revelation 13:16-17: “And he causeth 
all, both small and great, rich and poor, 
free and bond, to receive a mark in their 
hand, or in their foreheads; And that 
no man might buy or sell, save he that

had the mark, or the name of the beast, 
or the number of his name.” A World 
Bank will be necessary for the working 
out of such a plan. The world is becom- 
ing accustomed to marks and by the 
time the Jewish Superman appears on 
the scenes it will be ready to take his 
mark. Mussolini has a mark consisting 
of a bundle of sticks and an ax. Hitler 
has a mark, the swastika. Stalin has a 
mark, the hammer and sickle. But the 
greatest mark that the world will have 
ever known will be the peculiar emblem 
of the Beast. John continues: “Here is 
wisdom. Let him that hath understand- 
ing count the number of the beast: for 
it is the number of a man; and his num- 
a is Six hundred three score and six.” 


A few quotations from The Proto- 
cols will show that the deliberate pur- 
pose of the alleged conspirators is to 
prepare the way for just such a finan- 
cial Monarch: “In place of the rulers of 
today we shall set up a bogey which will 
be called the Super-Government Ad- 
ministration. When the hour strikes for 
our Sovereign Lord of all the world to 
be crowned it is these same hands which 
will sweep away everything that might 
be a hinderance thereto. The King of the 
Jews will he the real Pope of the earth, 
the patriarch of an international church. 
Our ruler will be secretly protected only 
by the most insignificant guard, because 
we shall not admit so much as a thought 
that there could exist against him any 
sedition with which he is not strong 
enough to contend and is compelled to 
hide from it.” 


Notice particularly the following re- 
ference to their coming Superman: “The 
King of the Jews must not be at the 
mercy of his passions, and especially of 
sensuality; on no side of his character 
must he give brute instincts power over 
his mind. Sensuality worse than all else 
disorganizes the capacities of the mind 
and clearness of views, distracting the 
thoughts to the worst and most brutal 
side of human activity. Our supreme 
lord must be of an exemplary irre- 
proachability.” 


This high sounding phraseolegy is in 
exact parallel with the prophecies of 
Daniel in which he describes the coming 
Jewish leader who will arise just before 
the second coming of Christ. Says Dan- 
iel, “Neither shall he regard the God of 
his fathers, nor the desire of women, 
nor regard any god; for he shall magni- 
fy himself above all. But in his estate 
shall he honour the God of forces: and 
a god whom his fathers knew not shall 
he honour with gold, and silver, and 
with precious stones, and pleasant 
tine eos But he shall have power 
over the treasurers of gold and of sil- 
ver.’ 


The Protocols have much to say about 
the alleged powerful leaders at the top 
of Jewry gaining control of the world’s 
gold. The plot provides for their maneu- 
vering of the precious metal according 
to their own plans with the viewpoint 
of accomplishing the great specific pur- 
pose of bringing the nations under their 
control. A few succinct quotations must 
suffice for the present: “In our day the 


power which has replaced that of the 
rulers who were liberal is the power of 
gold. Whether a State exhausts itself in 
its own convulsions, whether its internal 
discord brings it under the power of ex- 
ternal foes—in any case it can be ac- 
counted irretrievably lost: it is in our 
hands. The despotism of Capital, which 
is entirely in our hands, reaches out to 
it a straw, that the State, willy-nilly,

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must take hold of: if not—it goes to the 
bottom. Through the press we have 
gained the power to influence while re- 
maining ourselves in the shade; thanks 
to the Press we have got the gold in 
our hands, notwithstanding that we 
have had to gather it out of oceans of 
blood and tears. All the wheels of mach- 
inery of all States go by the force of the 
engine, which is in our hands, and that 
engine of the machinery of States is 
Gold. What we want is that industry 
should drain off from the land both 
labour and capital and by means of 
speculation transfer into our hands all 
the money of the world.” 


It seems that none of the statesmen 
of the nations know what has happened 
to the gold. It has suddenly disappeared 
as if drawn in by an unseen hand. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has been working franti- 
cally to get the gold of the United 
States into the vaults of the government 
and the Federal Reserve banks. On 
March 8th he declared an embargo 
against it as a circulating medium. On 
May ist, he made it punishable by a 
$10,000 fine and a ten year imprison- 
ment for any one found possessing more 
than $100.00 in gold. But in spite of 
these urgent efforts the New York 
Times, said on May 11th, that there are 
multiplied millions of dollars of Ameri- 
can gold outstanding and unaccounted 
for. 


The President’s measure has jeopard- 
ized the honour of the government. 
United States Senator Borah declared 
openly, “If I had $5,000 in gold I would 
defy the government to come and get 
it.” Former Governor Thomas of Colo- 
rado defied his government with these 
words, “I am the owner and possessor of 
$120.00 in gold which I acquired in order 
to qualify myself for the penitentiary. 
.... Being entitled to its retention, I 
shall not surrender it to the authorities, 
preferring to use my few remaining 
years in testing the extent to which the 
executive power can go. ...I am at 
your service.” 10 which Attorney Gener- 
al Cummings replied, “He’il have to 
raise his ante. Twenty dollars is not 
much risk.” Former Senator Reed of 
Missouri volunteered his services to de- 
fend Hoarder Thomas in a legal battle 
if the government threatened prosecu- 
tion. 


I give it as my deliberate observation 
that there will be no relief from the 
gold famine until the Jewish people are 
officially declared a nation in Palestine. 
The precious metal will then be put in- 
to circulation and Zion will become the 
wealthiest land in the world. This 
theory is in exact harmony with both 
ihe Protocols and the prophecies. 


An economic collapse such as the 
world is experiencing could not “just 
happen”; there would have to be back 
of it an adequate cause. If the world is 
disorganized it is apparently because of 
an organized attack from behind the 
scenes. A few more random quotations 
from The Protocols will be illuminating: 


“It is indispensable for our purpose 
that wars be brought on the economic 
grounds. Our international rights will 
then wipe out national rights. We shall 
create a universal economic crisis 
whereby we shall throw upon the 
streets whole mobs of workers. Econom- 
ic crises have been produced by us for 
the goyim (Gentiles) by no other means 
than the withdrawal of money from 


circulation. Huge capitals have stagnat- 
ed, withdrawing money from States, 
which were constantly obliged to apply 
to those same stagnant capitals for 
loans. These loans burdened the finances 
of the State with the payments of in- 
terest and made them the bond slaves 
of these capitals... . The concentra- 
tion of industry in the hands of capi- 
talists out of the hands of small masters 
has drained away all the juices of the 
peoples and with them also of the 
States... . The present issues of money 
in general does not correspond with the 
requirements per head, and cannot 
therefore satisfy all the needs of the 
workers. The issue of money ought to 
correspond with the growth of popula- 
tion and thereby children also must 
absolutely be reckoned as consumers of 
currency from the day of their birth. 
The revision of issue is a material ques- 
tion for the whole world. You are aware 
that the gold standard has been the 
ruin of the States which adopted it, for 
it has not been able to satisfy the de- 
mands for money, the more so that we 
have removed gold from circulation as 
far as possible. When we have accomp- 
lished our coup d ’etat we shall say then 
to the various fon toge ‘Everything has 
gone terribly badly, all have been worn 
out with sufferings. We are destroyin 
the causes of your torments—nationali- 
ties, frontiers, differences of coinages.’ 
Then will the mob exalt us. Voting, 
which we have made the instrument, will 
set us on the throne of the world. But if 
we give the nations a breathing space the 
moment we long for is hardly likely 
ever to arrive. In our hands is the great- 
est power of our day—Gold: in two days 
we can procure from our store-houses 
any quantity we may please. Surely 
there is no need to seek further proof 
that our rule is predestined by God.” 


It cannot be emphasized too strongly 
that if such a secret conspiracy as 
The Protocols purport to expose actual- 
ly exists that the great rank and file of 
the Jewish people are no doubt ignorant 
of it. It has been suggested by one 
writer that it is improbable if more 
than three hundred internationally 
minded leaders of the race are “in the 
know.” But little do these men know 
they are fulfilling prophecy.

Dear Mr. Cohn: 


PON arriving from New York there 

comes to my attention the copy of 
the April number of your Magazine sent 
to me from your office, bearing this no- 
tation on the outside cover “Read in- 
side.” Turning to page 4, I find marked 
the article from your pen, which you 
want me to see entitled “Old Falsehoods 
Revived.” While my name is not men- 
tioned, yet it is obvious that you had in 
mind my recent book “The Hidden 
Hand, the Protocols and the Coming 
Superman” when you wrote. I always 
enjoy seeing your publication and never 
fail to derive benefit from perusing its 
pages. I have always had a favorable 
impression of the Gospel Testimony 
which you have given so many years to 
the Jewish people and with such rich 
spiritual fruition. I trust that your la- 
bours in the service of the Master will 
continue to prosper. 


I wish to thank you for the courteous 
language which you used in stating your 
opposition to my book, though I believe 
I detect behind your words a feeling of 
anguish which has resulted from the 
stinging of the pride which character- 
izes the nationality of your physical 
birth. I regret this, for I intended to 
make it clear that the book was not an 
attack upon the Jewish people as a 
whole but an exposure of what appears 
to be a conspiracy precipitated by a 
powerful group of apostate and design- 
ing leaders. 


Possibly the two opening paragraphs 
failed to register the kind of an im- 
pression which I sought to make known 
at the beginning of the book. I shall 
quote them: 


“IT am not an enemy of the Jews. 
For many years my written and spoken 
utterances have abounded with such 
phrases as, ‘There is a very real sense 
in which the Jews are God’s Chosen 
People. Taken as a whole they are the 
most remarkable race of people in the 
world. They have retained their exist- 
ence as a separate and distinct people

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in spite of hundreds of years of perse- 
cution. The most ingenious methods 
have been used by other nations in seek- 
ing their destruction but they have 
weathered every storm. In the coming 
world crisis the Jew will play an im- 
portant part in the drama of fulfilled 
Bible prophecy. And, let it be remem- 
bered that Jesus Christ came to earth 
dressed in the garb of a Jew.’ 


“For nineteen hundred years these 
strange people have wandered over the 
earth, like the legend of the Wandering 
Jew, without a homeland; yet they have 
retained their race consciousness and 
are more firmly banded together today 
than any other nation in the world. 
This very thing makes them the great 
miracle of both history and prophecy. 
No other feature need be considered to 
confirm the fact that over them there 
exists a providential leadership.” 


I shall now try to answer briefly the 
criticism which you offer and I hope to 
maintain the same courteous attitude 
which you have employed. 


It should be remarked that in discuss- 
ing “The Protocols” I have not been 
dogmatic as to their authenticity. I 
had hoped that my conservatism would 
impress thoughtful men of your type 
more deeply than you were impressed. 
Not once do I vouch for their absolute 
historicity, though I do point out that 
in view of the fact that all of their 
threats have either been fulfilled, or are 
now in process of fulfillment, is a strong 
argument in their defense. 


Indeed, a careful and unprejudiced 
reading of these documents will show 
that the entire economic upheaval 
through which the world is now passing 
is clearly outlined in their pages as an 
international plot. The sudden disap- 
pearance of gold is in exact keeping 
with the line of attack which “The 
Protocols” indicate. The avowed motive“ 
of the world conspiracy which “The 
Protocols” unfolds, indicate that a pow- 
erful group of financial wizards are 
behind the scenes juggling the sources 
of gold supply for the deliberate pur- 
pose of creating economic chaos, out 
of which a Dictatorship will evolve 
which is in exact keeping with every 
Bible prophecy that refers to the 
restoration of Israel to Palestine and 
the dominant position which the Scrip- 
tures indicate the nation will occupy 
— it is reestablished in its home- 
and. 


Mr. Victor E. Marsden, a Christian 
gentleman of great learning, who was 
correspondent in London for the Lon- 
don Morning Post for so many years 
and later became the personal press 
representative to the Prince of Wales, 
believed so much in the accuracy of 
these documents that he translated 
them from the Russian language into 
English. There are differences of opin- 
ion, of course, and some take the posi- 
tion that you hold, namely, that “The 
Protocols” are deliberate frauds. 


Miss Elizabeth Knauss, a lady of un- 
usual talents, who has written several 
books and has lectured in churches and 
at Bible conferences in all parts of the 
United States, said a few days ago: “In 
all my work I have been very careful 
to have people understand the fact that 
I AM NOT AGAINST THE JEWISH 
PEOPLE AS A RACE. But that there 
IS a powerful group of apostate Jews 


which stand at the helm of affairs, this 
is a FACT which people are commenc- 
ing more and more to recognize. It is 
true that there is a real campaign of 
hostijity being waged at present against 
any mention of e Protocols,’ or of 
the connection of the apostate Jews 
with Communism, but this is to be ex- 
pected. It is the purpose of this class 
of Jews to want to keep entirely in the 
bac und. MY SUGGESTION TO 
THOSE WHO ARE NOT AFRAID TO 
THINK FOR THEMSELVES IS, THAT 
YOU INVESTIGATE AND BE CON- 
VINCED.” 


In the short space that you used in 
your Magazine you did not attempt to 
give your reasons for doubting the 
truthfulness of the records. You sim- 
ply say that they are false. I should be 
interested to know just what you base 
your opinion upon because I have read 
four attacks upon “The Protocols,” each 
of them different and yet each purport- 
ing to be the one and true exposure of 
their deceptive origin. I would like to 
know to which of these four views you 
adhere, or if perchance there is yet an- 
other line of attack against them that 
I have not heard about. 


Confirming your comment concern- 
ing Mr. Ford, will say that I am aware 
that he came out with a flattering state- 
ment about the Jewish race a few years 
ago and promised to discontinue his 
magazine, but if he has ever said that 
he did not believe in the authenticity of 
“The Protocols” I have failed to come 
upon his statement.

They are sixteen years old, 
and they have fitted the world situation 
up to this time.

Personally I am no more antagonis- 
tic to the Jewish nation when I seek to 
search out its position in Bible prophecy 
than I am to the United States and 
England when I locate the position 
which these two nations occupy in Isa- 
iah, Daniel, Ezekiel and other prophe- 
cies. Because “The Protocols” fit ex- 
actly with what the prophecies indicate 
concerning the conditions which will 
exist in the Jewish nation during the 
end-time of this age, I submit that they 
cannot fail to make a lasting impression 


upon any believer in the supernatural 


Inspiration of God’s Word who will ex- 
amine them with an open mind.

The Two Spheres 


In my last article I was compelled to 
be so brief that readers may not have 
understood my outline. True science 
touches a hundred lines. Perhaps few 
realize how large a field it really cov- 
ers. Everything in the realm of nature, 
whether organic or inorganic, on earth 
or —e the stars, belongs to, or is 
touched by science in some way. We 
have been used to thinking of astron- 
omy, geology, botany, zoology, chemis- 
uy. biology, anthropology and a few 
other such subjects as constituting the 
nearly all of science, yet these are only 
a few of its many lines. All business is 
carried on scientifically today, and even 
foods and drinks are prepared scien- 
tifically. There is science in our busi- 
ness and even in our amusements. 
Watch a game of baseball or football if 
you doubt this. 


Not only is there science in all these 
ordinary things, in all natural things, 
but there is science even in spiritual 
things. Theology and psychology are 
just as scientific as biology and geol- 
ogy. So universally is science working 
in these modern times that we are al- 
most inclined to think or say that 
science is in everything, that science is 
everything. But this would be a hasty 
conclusion, a really unscientific state- 
ment. It would be better to say God, in 
His infinite wisdom, power and grace 
is everything. He is the Creator of all 
natural and spiritual things, the Author 
and Director of all science, knows it 
aig in its minutest details, as we 

ow it only in some general principles 
and partial details. 


The Bible deals with spiritual things 
especially, God, man, mind, heart, will, 
soul, sin, redemption, salvation, destiny, 
and a hundred other great things. The 
Bible also covers all natural things with 
science, and science touches all Bible 
things. The Bible is really a scientific 
Book; there is reason for everything in 
it. Will try to make this appear as we 
go along from month to month. The 
two intertwine, are woven together, as 
the outline indicated in my last article. 
Yet the Bible puts the spiritual upper- 
most, just the reverse of science. I 
mean true science and a true Bible.

An 
unprecedented number of speedy, light- 
wheeled tanks, numbering upward of 
500, raced through the Square, while a 
fleet of more than 350 airplanes droned 
over the spires and turrets of the 
Kremlin. Leading the airplanes were 
50. five-motored monoplane bombers. 
They looked sinister, with their dark 
gray color and blunt snouts.” 
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man being has eternal existence because 
he possesses life, aidios, but only the 
twice-born mortal possesses incorrupt- 
ible, immortal life which is designated 
by an entirely different word in the 
Greek, aphtharsia. Immortal life be- 
longs only to the in-Christed personalit 
where the J has experienced ‘the souch 
of supernatural regeneration. Where- 
fore Paul’s words, “Put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 


Personality is not dependent upon 
flesh. The J continues to exist after 
the flesh returns to dust. You will be 
living a million years from today. 
Death is an unlocking process whereby 
the spirit withdraws Hae the body and 
takes its flight into a different realm. 
You will never cease to exist. But aft- 
er the dissolution of the body the per- 
sonality finds adjustment to a different 
environment. There is one heart-beat 
between you and eternal destiny at this 
moment. Your heart is beating now, 
you have no positive assurance that it 
will be beating one hour from now. 
The core of personality is the heart- 
beat. It is the spirit J that makes the 
heart thump. This is why the construc- 
tion of the human heart baffles material 
science. 


It is a sane, intelligent question, 
“Where will you spend eternity?” 


The primary purpose of the coming 
of Jesus Christ into the world was to 
save deathless, eternity bound person- 
alities from everlasting outer darkness. 
The experience called death is simply 
the act of laying down the physical 
body as one might throw away a worn 
out garment. Jesus Christ came into 
the world that men might learn how 
to make peace with God. 


There is a Hell 


T believe in the existence of hell. 
Was Jesus an authority on the subject 
of heaven? Is He to be believed when 
He said, “In my father’s house there are 
many mansions.” He proclaimed the 
reality of heaven, but He also taught 
the doctrine of hell. If He was an 
authority on the subject of heaven, I 
submit that He must be an authority 
on the matter of hell. But some one 
says, “I don’t want to believe in hell.” 
And if I was living the kind of a life 
that they are living, I would not want 
to believe in hell either! Accept Jesus 
Christ as personal Saviour and it will 
not be nearly so difficult to believe in 
hell or any other true Bible doctrine. 


You do not need a preacher, or even 
the Bible, to tell you that if you trans- 
gress the laws of God and man that 
some how, some where, some day you 
will pay for your sin. There is a still, 
small voice in your moral nature called 
the conscience that warns you against 
wrong and shouts that if you deliberate- 
ly engage in it, you will be required to 
pay the penality. The same’ delicate 
voice says that if you adhere to Bible 
standards, that some where you will 
reap a glorious reward and enter into 
a pure, blissful state. Let conscience 
speak. 

If the Bible teaches one doctrine, it 
teaches hell for the sinner and heaven 
for the saint. Metaphysical vagaries to 
the contrary notwithstanding! When 
one gets through with his psychological 
gymnastics and mystic, occult, oriental 
lore and speculative philosophies, he 
must come back to the simple infallible 


Word of God in order to find a solid 
rock upon which to build a philosophy 
that*will solve the problems of life and 
destiny in a rational way. 


Where do we go from here? 

Where do we go from here? There is 
a teaching that says the personality 
goes to sleep. There is not a passage 
of Scripture rightly interpreted to sus- 
tain the idea that the J will ever enter 
into an unconscious state. Souls don’t 
sleep on earth. That is why you dream 
dreams. If souls do not sleep here 1 
am rather certain they will not sleep 
in eternity. 

The Old Testament came to us in 
Hebrew, the New Testament in Greek. 

There are four words in the King 
James version of the Bible translated 
hell—sheol, hades, gehenna, tartaros. 
Each of these words have an entirely 
different meaning. 


Sheol 

Sheol in the Old Testament is trans- 
lated three ways, to read hell, grave 
and pit. In each instance it means the 
abode of excarnate personalities, both 
good and bad, until the resurrection of 
Christ. There were upper regions of 
sheol and lower regions. The ancient 
Jews called the upper regions Abra- 
ham’s bosom and Jesus called them 
paradise. The term Abraham’s bosom 
is an expression found in the writings 
of the leaders of Israel, called the Tal- 
mud. The Talmud was strictly of hu- 
man origin, but yet Jesus accommodated 
Himself to its use in the story of Laz- 
arus by saying that the poor man was 
carried into Abraham’s bosom, the re- 
gion which the Jews thought of as a 
place of bliss. Father Abraham was to 
the Israelites, in the corrupt times of 
their later superstitions, almost what 
the Virgin Mary is to the Romish 
Church. Jesus also called the upper 
strata of sheol paradise, which in the 
Greek is paradeisos, meaning “place of 
happiness,” this word occurs. three 
times in the New Testament. 

Spirits departing from the body in 
Old Testament times, those who lived 
under the promise and looked forward 
in faith to the coming of the Messiah, 
entered paradise. Spirits leaving the 
body in an unrighteous state gravitated 
to the lower regions of sheol. During 
the three days that the body of Christ 
was in the tomb He entered sheol. 
Hence His words to the thief on the 
cross, “Today shalt thou be with me 
in paradise.” Three days later He for- 
bade Mary to touch Him, saying that He 
had not yet been to His Father. There 
He made a perfect discrimination be- 
between paradise and heaven. 

Peter says that while His body was 
in the tomb Jesus “Went and preached 
unto the spirits in prison.” “For 
Christ also hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by the 
Spirit: By which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison; 
Which sometime were _ disobedient, 
when once the longsuffering of God 
waited in the days of Noah, while the 
ark was a preparing, wherein few, that 
is, eight souls were saved by water.” 

It would be a wresting of this passage 
to attempt to make it say that it re- 
fers to the preaching of Noah to the an- 
tidiluvians. Peter says explicitly that 
it was Christ who did the preaching and 
that He “suffered” violent physical 


death “by which he went and preached.” 
In other words it was His vicarious 
death that qualified Him to enter the 
region of imprisoned spirits. Could this 
be said of Noah? Moreover, Genesis 
says “And all the days of Noah were 
nine hundred fifty years; and he died.” 
Whereas Peter says the Lord was “put 
to death.” Obviously Peter’s difficult 
statement does not refer to the preach- 
ing of Noah but rather to the fact that 
there were spirits in prison who had left 
the body as far back as Noah’s time. 


Paul tells us what Jesus did at the 
time of His visit to those regions. “He 
lead captivity captive.” ‘Wherefore he 
saith, When he ascended up on high, he 
led captivity captive, and gave gifts un- 
to men. Now that he ascended, what is it 
but that he also descended first into the 
lower parts of the earth? He that de- 
scended is the same also that ascended 
up far above all heavens, that he might 
fill all things.” In other words, Jesus 
lifted the paradise out of sheol, tasted 
death for every regenerate mortal, so ~ 
now those that leave the body in Christ 
do not go to sheol like Old Testament 


characters. Now “to be absent from 
Pee body is to be present with the 
ord.’ 


This is what Jesus meant when He 
said that the “gates of hell” would not 
prevail against His Church. Peter 
made his statement concerning the deity 
of Christ and the Lord answered, “And 
I say also unto thee, That thou art Pe- 
ter, and upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” What was the 
“Rock”? The Romish church says that 
Peter was the Rock and that Christ 
builded His church on that disciple. 
This is an error. The Lord did not 
build His church on a man; the church 
is builded upon His Deity and the Rock 
to which He referred was Peter’s state- 
ment concerning His Godhead. If Peter 
were living today he would not be elig- 
ible to the Vatican if for no other rea- 
son than for the fact that he was a mar- 
ried man. We know he had a wife be- 
cause the Lord healed his mother-in- 
law. At least one thing would keep Pe- 
ter from being the head of the Romish 
church today—his mother-in-law. 


Hades 


The Greek word hades in the New 
Testament is somewhat the same as 
sheol in the Old Testament. However 
there is this difference: whereas sheol 
was the abode of both the good and bad, 
in its upper and lower regions, hades 
since the resurrection of Christ, is the 
place of only the departed who leave 
the body in an unsaved state. In other 
words, the unrighteous I goes into 
hades, there to remain until the second 
resurrection and great White Throne 
Judgment. This word appears ten times 
in the New Testament and in each in- 
stance is translated hell. 


According to Revelation 20:13, hades 
will be emptied after the millennium at 
the time of the White Throne Judg- 
ment, when those who have gone there, 
will stand before the Just Judge to ac- 
count for the deeds done in the body. 
We read, “And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell 
(hades) delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were judged 
every man according to their works. 
And death and hell (hades) were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the second

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Is The Federal Reserve Bank Guilty?

HERE are men whose minds pene- 

trate those inner mysterious realms 
where monetary values are created. 
They know the alchemy of dollars. 
They know the kind of stuff out of 
which dollar values are made. 


The value of money is essentially un- 
stabilized for the reason that it does 
not represent a definite unit of purchas- 
ing power; it is only a unit containing 
a given weight of gold or silver. For 
this reason it can not be regulated like 
other units such as the gallon, pound, 
yard, bushel, kilowatt hour of electric- 
ity, etc. These various units were also 
unstabilized at one time but one after 
another they have been standardized. 


You can take a bushel basket to the 
store, fill it with potatoes and know 
that you get exactly a bushel. But it 
is impossible to standardize the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar in this manner. 
Hence money values are ever changing 
and floating around. But there are men 
of shrewd intellect who delve deeply 
into dollar stuff and are therefore cap- 
able of manipulating values from be- 
hind the scenes, often to the consterna- 
tionation of the great masses of people. 


Certain courageous statesmen in the 
United States government, who have 
gone into this mystery of iniquity, al- 
lege that a few international bankers 
are responsible for the present catas- 
trophic conditions. They affirm that 
the Federal Reserve Banking System 
has become the tool which these finan- 
cial monarchs have used in sucking the 
blood out of the veins of the economic 
organism of America. They have 
-thereby manipulated and removed the 
gold values FROM THE BANKS AND 
POCKETS of the rank and file of peo- 
ple. This money, thus stolen, through 
dollar knowledge is said to have been 
used by international bankers for the 
purpose of tearing down governments 
and creating general havoc. Out of the 
chaos which they have produced it is 
expected that they will establish stand- 
ards which their selfish interests and 
depraved natures demand. 


A certain concern of international 
Jewish bankers are being held respon- 
sible by statesmen for the present con- 
ditions, 


Hon. Louis T. McFadden of Pennsyl- 
vania said on the floor of Congress last 
year, as quoted in the Congressional 
Record: “Mr. Chairman, we have in 
this country one of the most corrupt 
institutions the world has ever known. 
I refer to the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal reserve banks. 
The Federal Reserve Board, a Gov- 
ernment board, has cheated the 
Government of the United States 
and the people of the United States out 
of enough money to pay the national 
debt. This evil institution has impover- 
ished and ruined the people of the Unit- 
ed States; has bankrupted itself, and 
has practically bankrupted our Govern- 
ment. It has done this through the de- 
fects of the law under which it operates, 
through the maladministration of the 
law by the Federal Reserve Board, and 
through the corrupt practices of the 
moneyed vultures who control it. 





“Some people think the Federal 
Banks are United States Government 
institutions. They are not Government 
institutions. They are private credit 
monopolies which prey upon the people 
of the United States for the benefit of 
themselves and their foreign customers; 
foreign and domestic speculators and 
swindlers; and rich and predatory 
money leaders. In that dark crew of 
financial pirates there are those who 
would cut a man’s throat to a get a dol- 
lar out of his pocket; there are those 
who send money into States to buy 
votes to control our legislation; and 
there are those who maintain an inter- 
national propaganda for the purpose of 
deceiving us and of wheeling us into the 
granting of new concessions which wiil 
permit them to cover up their past mis- 
deeds and set again in motion their gi- 
gantic train of crime.” 


There are twelve Federal Reserve 
banks scattered over the Country, but 
they operate virtually as one super- 
institution. Mr. McFadden continues: 


“Those 12 private credit monopolies 
were deceitfully and disloyally foisted 
upon this country by bankers who came 
here from Europe and who repaid us 
for our hospitality by undermining our 
American institutions. Those bankers 
took money out of this country to fi- 
nance Japan in a war against Russia. 
They created a reign of terror in Rus- 
sia with our money in order to help that 
war along. They instigated the sep- 
arate peace between Germany and Rus- 
sia and thus drove a wedge between the 
Allies in the World War. They financed 
Trotsky’s mass meetings of discontent 
and rebellion in New York. They paid 
Trotsky’s passage from New York to 
Russia so that he might assist in the 
destruction of the Russian Empire. 
They fomented and instigated the Rus- 
sian revolution and they placed a large 
fund of American dollars at Trotsky’s 
disposal in one of their branch banks 
in Sweden so that through him Russian 
homes might be thoroughly broken up 
and Russian children flung far and wide 
from their natural protectors. They 
have since begun the breaking up of 
American homes and dispersal of Amer- 
ican children. 


“It has been said that President Wil- 
son was deceived by the attentions of 
these bankers and by the philanthropic 
poses they assumed. 


“President Wilson died a victim of de- 
ception. When he came to the Presi- 
dency, he had certain qualities of mind 
and heart which entitled him to a high 
place in the councils of this Nation; but 
there was one thing he was not and 
which he never aspired to be; he was 
not a banker. He said that he knew 
very little about banking. It was, 
therefore, on the advice of others that 
the iniquitous Federal reserve act, the 
death warrant of American liberty, be- 
came law in his administration. 


“From the Atlantic to the Pacific our 
country has been ravaged and laid waste 
by the evil practices of the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal reserve 
banks and the interests which control 
them. At no time in our history has the 


general welfare of the people of the 
United States been at a lower level or 
the mind of the people so filled with 
despair.” 


As far back as Anril 1929 United 
States Senator Pine of Oklahoma was 
heard to sound a similar warning in a 
speech delivered before the Senate. 
He said, “A few men, by the power of 
their minds and their wealth, through 
the control of the Nation’s credit sup- 
ply, secured by the prostitution and sub- 
version of the Nation’s laws, are greed- 
ily taking the wealth produced by the 
millions who toil on the farms. The 
Congress stands idly by while its 
agency, the Federal Reserve Board, per- 
mits the law to be violated. The re- 
sponsibility is ours.” 


An investigation will show that a 
German Jew who had been in America 
only about two years, Mr. Paul War- 
burg, of the Kuhn, Loeb and Company, 
international bankers, furnished the 
government very largely with the Fed- 
eral Reserve plan which was set up dur- 
ing the Wilson administration. Mr. 
Pine said in the speech referred to: 
“This volume contains a number of es- 
says on banking reform in the United 
States by Paul M. Warburg, and the in- 
troduction is written by Prof. Edwin 
R. A. Seligman, of Columbia University. 
In this introduction I find the follow- 
ing statements: ‘For it may be stated 
without fear of contradiction that in its 
fundamental features the Federal re- 
serve act is the work of Mr. Warburg 
more than of any other man in the 
country.’ Mr. Warburg had been a citi- 
zen of the United States for only a 
few years at the time.” 


Developing the indictment - further 
Mr. McFadden said in an address before 
Congress on May 4th, 1933: “At noon 
on the 4th of March 1933 Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt, with his hand on the 
Bible, took an oath to preserve, protect, 
and defend the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States. At midnight on the 5th of 
March 1933 he confiscated the property 
of American citizens. He took the cur- 
rency of the United States off the gold 
standard of value. He repudiated the 
international debt of the Government to 
its own citizens. He destroyed the 
value of the American dollar. He re- 
leased, or endeavored to release, the

HERE shall wisdom be found? In- 

stantly, every university and every 
college in the land competes for that 
honor. They are sure that any one in 
quest of wisdom will find sure satisfac- 
tion within their walls. 


Education is a peculiar thing. I well 
remember my first day of school when, 
as a little lad, I trudged down the long 
Indiana pike to the little red school 
house a mile away. When I arrived, 
the teacher was putting up a window 
blind, over in the north-west corner of 
the room.

— JUDE 3. 
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Some Objections to Bilao Geology 


By Douglas Dewar, of England 





(Editor’s Note: 

During May, June and July, we are hearing 
from two scholarly gentlemen who reject the 
theory of Evolution on scientific grounds. Last 
month, Mr. Dudley Whitney of California gave 
his reasons for believing that the geological 
formations in the earth’s crust resulted from a 
sudden Deluge. Mr. Dewar believes that there 
were long geologic ages prior to the Flood. This 
is an important question which has long at- 
tracted the attention of Bible-Believers. Mr. 
Whitney will make the final statement of the 
discussion next month.) 


R. WHITNEY is of the op‘nion that 

Deluge geology should be accepted 
because the only other theory in the 
field presents so many difficulties. Per- 
sonally I think that, no matter how 
unsound the accepted theory of strata 
geology may be, this unsoundness is no 
reason for accepting Deluge Geology. 
I submit that the Deluge theory must 
stand or fall on its own merits. If both 
it, and the only rival theory, bristle 
with difficulties, it seems to me that the 
proper course is to say “Jgnoramus” 
to both and set about to accumulate 
more facts, in the hope of being able 
to frame a third theory which presents 
fewer difficulties. Before setting forth 
the reasons why I do not accept the 
Deluge theory, let me say that from the 
Christian standpoint there is no objec- 
tion to any theory that is not opposed 
to the account of the creation given in 
the Bible. 


If we wish to apply the Biblical test 
to any theory we have first to try to 
ascertain what the Bible does say, what 
is the meaning of the Hebrew phrases 
which have been translated into Eng- 
lish. It is never an easy matter to 
render in a foreign language the mean- 
ing of an author who wrote many 
centuries before his work fell into the 
hands of the translator. Those who 
translated the Bible into English some 
centuries ago thought that the phrase- 
ology of Genesis meant that th: earth, 
sun, moon and stars and all kinds of 
plants and animals were created some 
6,000 years ago within a period of six 
days. For a long time no facts were 
discovered which tended to show that 
this view of the creation of the earth 
was incorrect. Then geological and 
other research revealed certain features 
which seemed inconsistent with this 
account of the creation. In this state 
of affairs there are three possibilities, 
(first) either the phenomena that ap- 
pear to contradict the Genesis account 
of creation has been incorrectly inter- 
preted, (second) or the Biblical account 
of the creation is incorrect, (third) or 
the English rendering of the Hebrew 
account is faulty. 


The majority of people today accept 
the second alternative, many others, 
such as Mr. Whitney and Professor 
George McCready Price — the first. 
Let us consider the third alternative. 


Pember, Davies and others think that 
the Hebrew words “Tohu vabohu” 
translated in the Authorised Version of 
the second verse of Genesis “without 
form and void” represent a “darkened 
and devasted earth, from which life and 
order have fled.” In support of this 
view they quote Jeremiah 4:23-26. They 


think that a great interval of time 
elapsed between the events recorded in 
verses 1 and 3 of Genesis, and that the 
bulk of.the sedimentary rocks, together 
with the fossils they contain were laid 
down before the earth became darkened 
and devoid of life, and then the earth 
was renewed and new plants and ani- 
mals were created as described in the 
remainder of the first chapter of Gene- 
sis. 


It is usually believed that the account 
of the creation of Adam and Eve in 
Genesis 2, is an amplified version of the 
creation of man in Genesis 1. But there 
is much to be said for the view that 
the creation of man, male and female 
recorded in Genesis 1 is a different cre- 
ation earlier than that described in 
Genesis 2. In support of this, it seems 
to be implied in some passages of the 
earlier chapters of Genesis that men, 
other than Adam and Eve and their 
descendents were living before the flocd. 
If this interpretation be the correct 
one, there was an interval between the 
creation of the human beings recorded 
in Genesis 1 and that of Adam and Eve 
recorded in Genesis 2. If such an in- 
terval occurred, we do not know its 
duration. If the interval were long, 
many of the earth’s rocks and their 
fossils were formed in it. If either or 
both the above intervals did in fact 
occur, there is nothing inconsistent be- 
tween the Genesis account of creation 
and an earth which has been in exist- 
ence for millions of years. 


It is often said that the belief in 
either or both of the above intervals is 
“unscriptural.” To this I demur; the 
belief is certainly not in accord with 
the time-honoured interpretation of the 
phraseology of Genesis, but is this in- 
terpretation necessarily correct al- 
though it has long been held? I keep 
an open mind upon the subject, anil 
for this reason should not be at all 
perturbed if it could be positively dem- 
onstrated that the earth is far more 
than 6,000 years old, because in my 
opinion this would merely show that 
much interval or intervals between the 
groups of events recorded did occur. 


There is one other important point, 
although today nearly all the geologists 
who believe in ages geology are evolu- 
tionists; belief in evolution is not es- 
sential to the belief in that the forma- 
tion of the sedimentary rocks occupied 
millions of years. The geologist. Lyell 
believed this before he accepted the 
doctrine of evolution; indeed before he 
came under Darwin’s influence he clear- 
ly stated that he did not believe in ev- 
olution. Cuvier thought that the for- 
mation of the rocks was a very long 
process but he was not an evolutionist. 
I believe that the evidence of the rocks 
is against evolution, but it seems to me 
to favour the theory that the laying 
down of the sedimentary rocks was a 
matter of very many thousands of 
years. 


In my opinion the views of the ages 
geologists are right in so far as they 
apply to sedimentary rocks lying act- 
ually one above the other, but wrong in 
so far as they accept fossils as infal- 
lible tests of age of rocks situated in 





different areas. If in any locality 
Carboniferous rocks overlie Devonian, 
I believe that the fossils embedded in 
the Carboniferous rocks lived on the 
earth at a later period than those 
whose fossils occur in the underlying 
Devonian rocks. But I do not believe 
that because the same kinds of fossils 
occur in Carboniferous rocks in widely 
separated localities the two sets of 
rocks necessarily contain fossils that 
lived in the same period of the earth’s 
history. If in one area the Carboni- 
ferous rocks overlie pre-Cambrian rocks 
and in another Devonian, I see no rea- 
son why the animals found in the rocks 
of the former area may not have been 
living at the time some of the Cambrian 
rocks were being laid down, even though 
the animals are of the same kinds as 
those found in the Carboniferous rocks 
that overlie Devonian in the other lo- 
cality. 


In my opinion Mr. Whitney and Pro- 
fessor George McCready Price are ren- 
dering good service to science by em- 
phasizing the weaknesses of the gener- 
ally accepted theory of ages geology, 
but I cannot accept their contention 
that all or most of the sedimentary 
rocks were laid down as the result of 
one great Deluge for the following 
among other reasons: 


1. I cannot understand how one vio- 
lent flood, can have laid down in some 
localities immense thicknesses of rock 
—20,000 feet or more—no matter how 
soft the surface of the earth was for- 
merly. I cannot conceive of the surface 
of the earth being churned up to a 
depth of about two and one half miles 
by any flood, no matter how violent. 


2. I cannot believe that a flood de- 
posited the fossils in many parts of the 
world in the same general sequence so 
as to make it appear that in the locali- 
ties in question one fauna had succeed- 
ed another in the same order. Thus, 
wherever crabs and Trilobites occur i 
beds in the same area the latter are in- 
variably in the lower and the former in 
the higher beds, and the two creatures 
nowhere occur in the same bed. This 
applies to thousands of organisms. 


3. I fail to understand how a flood 
can have produced the Broken Hill beds 
and the Karroo beds which occur in 
South Africa within about 200 miles of 
one another; each of these contains a 
very large number of fossils, all of land 
and fresh water organisms, those in the 
Broken Hill beds are mostly mammals 
of kinds now living. In the Karroo beds 
the fossils are mostly of extinct rep- 
tiles and stegocephailia and a few ex- 
tinct fresh water fish and plants. Not 
a single fossil is common to the two 
beds. 


. Professor Broom estimates that 
the Karroo beds contain the prodigious 
number of 800,000,000,000 fossils; the 
vast majority are of extinct reptiles. 
Allowing for the possibility of the es- 
timate being too high, if the great bulk 
of these were laid down in a Deluge, 
some of these fossils must have come 
from a long distance—the area of these 
beds is 20,000 square miles. I do not 
think it possible that a flood can have 
brought together all this collection with- 
out bringing with them a single marine 
fossil or a single mammal, since mam- 
alian fossils occur in. thousands in the 
not very distant Broken Hill beds.

Prof. Burtchett, Southern California 
economist, has shown the mistake of 
looking for an economic solution to the 
economic depression.. He then names 
ten “termites” that have eaten away 
the foundation of the social and finan- 
cial structure, the first of which we 
quote: 


“Churches which have forsaken re- 
ligion for politics: They cling tena- 
ciously to the privileges accorded the 
houses of God and then neglect His 
teachings.

Lack of the church-in- 
stilled righteousness of our forefathers 
is one of the basic reasons for our pres- 
ent distress.” 


There is no doubt that the problem of 
the world and the church is a shortage 
of Christlike men. There are too many 
who think more of a breach of external 
piety than they do of a breach of in- 
ternal principle. Christianity is the best 
armor a man can wear, but it is useless 
as a cloak. 


We live in a day when thousands are 
going to hell by way of the communion 
table and when hundreds of ministers 
who deny the atonement, break the com- 
munion bread. Hypocritical piety is dou- 
ble iniquity. Furthermore, in churches 
where the truth is maintained, there are 
thousands who are zealous professors of 
religion whose whole life is a contradic- 
tion. Such people are the best tools the 
Devil has in keeping men from accept- 
ing Christ. The man whose six days in 
the week is shady and whose one day is 
pious, is in fact seven days shady and 
not pious at all. He is a Pharisee. 


_Another serious aspect of the present- 
day situation is that even “Fundamen- 
talist” churches, in many cases, are run

church officers are not trusted by the 
members. In affairs of the church 
they employ tactics which have become 
their habit in the world. 


Serving and Waiting, magazine of 
the Philadelphia School of the Bible, 
carries a remarkable editorial about the 
widespread development of the dictator 
idea—racketeering, control, rule of the 
clique. The Editor concludes by show- 
ing that unconsciously these methods 
have invaded the church and the “Yes- 
man” is insisted upon. Back of it lies 
the fear of the loss of a livelihood, of 
standing or of opportunity for service. 
Ahead of it lies the inevitable conclu- 
sion that no man can succeed “save that 
he hath the mark”. In other words, bow 
down to those in political power or be 
put on the shelf. The Country is full 
of good preachers who have traveled 
this road and had their work destroyed 
by apostate denominational machinery. 


Many a story has come to me about 
pastors or church officials who, in order 
to protect some personal interests, sur- 
rounded themselves with men familiar 
with political methods and the church 
election has become a system of wire- 
pulling, insincere dealings, trickery, 


and, in some instances, even determina- 
tion to crush those who will not play 
the game. Is it any wonder that many 
are getting “fed up” with some church- 
es, withdrawing their support and turn- 
ing back to the ways of the world? 


Alas, how far adrift are we from the 
method of the early church, when hours 
were spent in prayer for divine guidance 
as to the choice of leaders—men full of 
the Holy Ghost and faith, men of good 
report whom God could use!

5. The number of fossils that have 
been dug up and which are known to 
exist in the rocks is so immense that it 
seems to me quite impossible that ail 
these creatures save a small proportion 
that were fossilised before and after 
the Deluge, can have been living on the 
earth at the same time. Consider the 
number of tons of coal that have been 
dug up and that still remain in the 
earth. This coal represents ancient for- 
ests and vegetation. Add to this the 
vast amount of petroleum and asphalts, 
etc., all of which is believed to be made 
up of decomposed animal and plant ma- 
terial. 

A palaeontologist wrote to me in a 
private letter that if all the fossils were 
suddenly to come to life and be placed 
on the earth, the whole surface would 
be a mass of animals four or five feet 
thick. Whether or not this estimate is 
correct I am unable to say, but it seems 
to me that the fossils are far too 
numerous to make it possible that even 
half of them could have lived at the 
same time on the earth. In conclusion 
I will deal briefly to the best of my 
ability with some of the points raised by 
Mr. Whitney. 

I understand that most age geologists 
think that some of the coal deposits are 
composed of plants fossilised in situ, 
while others are the result of the ac- 
cumulation of water-borne timber and 
vegetation. 

May it not be that some of the vast 
deposits of fish, such as that described 
by Hugh Millar in the Old Red sand- 
stone of Scotland, are not the result of 
violence. In the shingle rivers of New 
Zealand, which often change their 
course, reaches are sometimes cut off 
from the main stream and thus form 
lakes which in time dry up either by 
seepage or evaporation. When this 
happens the fish are deposited in a 
tangled mass or in the mud. If this 
mass of dead fish were buried by sedi- 
ment brought by a spate we might get 
a great number of fish buried in a 
tangled mass. 

I believe that many modern geologists 
recognize that catastrophies resulting in 
the sudden burial of large numbers of 
animals have occurred in the past. They 
also believe that at times in the past 
there were local convulsions that re- 
sulted in the upheaval of mountains. 

As regards a Deluge, Howorth main- 
tained that all the Pleistocene deposits 
in all parts of the world were laid down 
in a great Deluge. His contention is 
not now accepted by orthodox geolo- 
gists, but I have never seen any refuta- 
tion of it. 

I agree with Mr. Whitney, that many 
modern geologists greatly exaggerate 
the age of the earth, because they, in 
my opinion wrongly, correlate distant 
rocks by the fossils they contain, a pro- 
cedure based on the assumption of the 
truth of the evolution theory.

THE SALT CELLAR WAS OVER- 
TURNED AT THE “LAST SUPPER” 


One of the most famous paintings of 
all history is that of The Last Supper 
by Leonardo de Vinci, showing Christ 
and his twelve disciples at their last 
meeting. Because of its great beauty 
and religious significance, probably 
more copies have been made of this 
painting than any other picture of the 
great masters. But of the many mil- 
lions who have seen this famous paint- 
ing, how many have noticed that the 
salt cellar before Judas Iscariot, the 
false disciple who betrayed his Master 
for a few talents of silver, is over- 
turned? 


The artist in this upturned cellar has 
epitomized the lore and tradition sur- 
rounding salt that has persisted for 
centuries. The Worcester Salt Insti- 
tute, says, “In practically all of the ear- 
ly nations salt was highly regarded, 
probably because of the great difficulty 
of obtaining a palatable product 
through evaporation of sea water. Its 
waste, as by spilling, was generally re- 
garded as unlucky. The Greeks and 
Romans used salt in their sacrificial 
ceremonies, placing it on the head of 
the victim. If the head turned during 
the fire and the salt spilled, that was 
regarded as an ill omen. 


“The beneficial value of salt in the 
diet was early recognized. Homer calls 
it ‘divine’ and Plato refers to it as ‘a 
substance dear to the gods.’ The Mo- 
saic law of the Jews required: ‘Every 
oblation of thy meat offering shalt thou 
season with salt.’ An even greater sig- 
nificance of the role of salt in the lives 
of early man is seen in the Book of 
Numbers of the Bible, where we read: 
‘It is a covenant of salt for ever before 
-~ Lord unto thee and to thy seed with 
thee. 


“Throughout the world many interest- 
ing customs and superstitions have 
grown up around salt. If an Arab par- 
takes of salt with a guest, it signifies 
a pledge of protection and loyalty. This 
thought is commonly expressed in the 
Arabic saying: ‘There is salt between 
us.’ And a man said to be untrue to 
salt is unreliable.” -

re! ANY among you afflicted? let 
him pray. Is any merry? let him 
sing psalms. Is any sick among you? 
let him call for the elders of the church; 
and let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord: 
And the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, they 
shall be forgiven him.” James 5:13-15. 


There is no intimation in the Bible 
where God ever withdrew His promise 
for our So need, but from Genesis 
to Revelation we find instances where 
God did, in answer to prayer, heal those 
who were afflicted and those who were 
sick and diseased with all kinds of mal- 
adies. Some tell us that physical hea!- 
ing is not for this age, but the Bible 
tells us contrary, for in I Corinthians, 
the twelfth chapter and the ninth verse 
we read that the gift of healing is a 
gift set forth in the Church and is to 
be used under the anointing and guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit, the same as the 
gift of faith or wisdom or any other of 
the spiritual gifts. I have always be- 
lieved that this power was in God for 
His children who would come to Him 
in simple faith and trust, complying 
with all His will for healing. While 1 
never set forth in my meeting or in any 
of my writings that I possess the spe- 
cial gift of faith for healing, yet it has 
been one great pleasure to witness some 
marvelous manifestations of God’s pres- 
ence in healing all manner of sicknesses 
and diseases. 


In my early ministry I was conduct- 
ing a revival meeting in my father’s 
Church in South Carolina. My father 
had engaged me to hold an’ evangelistic 
campaign for him at this time. It was 
a large country church with a member- 
ship of more than one thousand people, 
and they always held their services in 
the morning at ten-thirty, not only on 
the Lord’s Day, but during the week 
when special meetings were being held. 


The meeting had gone on for over a 
week. A degree of success was being 
witnessed but nothing out of the or- 
dinary. After the morning service one 
Wednesday morning a doctor’s wife 
spoke to me and said she would like to 
have special prayer for her son, that 
the Lord had only blessed their family 
with one child, and he was now a son of 
twelve years and had suffered with kid- 
ney trouble from the time he was five, 
and had grown worse instead of better. 
She also mentioned that this child had 
been operated on in three different hos- 
pitals, but to no avail. The last opera- 
tion was in the Johns Hopkins Hospital 
of Baltimore, Maryland, but the condi- 
tion of the son was no better. She 
asked if I would anoint the child accord- 
ing to James 5 and pray with him. We 
told her if she would bring the son. to 
the meeting the next day we would 
gladly obey the Scriptures in anointing 
him with oil and have special prayer 
with him. 


After the Thursday morning service 
she brought the son forward. My fa- 
ther and I, in the presence of two or 
three other ministers, bowed around the 
boy, and a few moments were spent in 


prayer for the will of God to be wrought 
out in the healing of this child. The 
boy was anointed according to Scripture 
but there was no evidence that anything 
special had taken place. The mother 
and son went home, and the father be- 
ing an unbeliever and especially an un- 
believer in prayer for bodily healing, 
was not told anything about the special 
anointing service for the son. 


But the next morning about six 
o’clock the ’phone rang in the home 
where I was stopping, and I was called 
to the ’phone. It was the doctor’s wife 
calling, and this was her conversation. 
“Mr. Compton, excuse me for calling 
you so early but I just could not help

breaking the news to you. My husband 
wanted to administer the same treat- 
ment to the boy last night before retir- 
ing, but he refused to have it and said 
he wanted to trust the Lord. At mid- 
night his kidneys functioned normally 
without aid, which had never been done 
since he was seven years old. They 
functioned again this. morning without 
aid, or without pain. The doctor is 
dumbfounded and the boy is saying 
‘Jesus has healed me’. My heart is so 
overjoyed, Mr. Compton, that I just had 
to tell you, and could not wait longer to 
call you. Husband is dumbfounded and 
has nothing to say. We will see you 
at service today”. 


The entire family was-at the morn- 
ing service rejoicing in the fact that 
something not short of a miracle, had 
taken place in the physical body of the 
boy. The news went throughout the 
whole county and many questions came 
in for explanation, especially to the fa- 
ther as he was a physician. 

One morning while on his way to one 
of his patients a doctor from an ad- 
joining county met him and stopped 


him saying, “Hello, Doc., somebody 
told me your boy had been healed by 
prayer and faith. What about it?” 
The doctor said, “All I know is that my 
child is well. I was not present but my 
wife and he tells me that he was prayed 
for by the pastor and evangélist over at 
Lancaster Church, and I know he is 
healed.” “Well now, Doc., if you be- 
lieve that,” said his medical friend, 
“why don’t you throw away your saddle 
pockets and quit practicing medicine?” 
His reply was, “No, I can never do that, 
for there are a lot of you devils that 
would never believe that God could do 
a thing like that, so you will always 
need me and my medicine. But I do 
know my boy has been healed through 
the means of prayer.” 


This has been twenty-seven years 
ago. The last I knew of the boy he had 
grown to be a young man, married and 
had a family of his own, and was still 
witnessing to the fact that he was cured 
from a malady incurable in answey to 
prayer and faith. 


Another outstanding answer to _— 
er for physical disease was in a litt 
town in Kentucky by the name of Toles- 
boro. I went to this town on the invi- 
tation of a Methodist preacher. I took 
my tent and pitched it on the side of 
the turn-pike that ran through the vil- 
lage, as there were no highways at this 
time, but Kentucky was noted for its 
turn-pikes and toll-gates. The day aft- 
er I began my meetings at Tolesboro a 
gentleman met we on the street, (there 
was but one street in the village) and 
he said to me, “Reverend, I am very 
sorry you pitched your tent across the 
pike from my house. My wife is an 
invalid and when she hears any noise 
it throws her into convulsions. A team 
of horses trotting by on the pike throws 
her in such convulsions that she must 
be held for a time. Last night when 
you were preaching and singing she was 
having convulsions during your entire 
meeting.” I said, “I am very sorry and 
I will assure you should I have known 
the condition of your wife, I would not 
have pitched my tent in that location. 
Could I be permitted to come over and 
visit your wife?” He said, “Yes, if 
there is no demonstration and noise 
which she cannot stand.” 


I went over and visited, and found a 
very sick woman, one who had been on 
her bed for more than six years. They 
had a piano in the home but not a hymn 
had been played for more than six 
years. A very nervous hysterical con- 
dition could be seen. I prayed with the 
family and expressed my deep regret 
of having pitched the tent so close to 
the family. I found at one time she had 
been an active member of the Church, 
but through her afflictions and deep 
trials she had neglected the Lord and 
had worried over her family who was 
being reared without her, as there were 
six beautiful girls. 


Before leaving the bed-side I said, 
“Mrs. Conaway, did you ever think 
about the Lord being able to heal you, 
and that if it be His blessed will you 
could be restored to your health and 
family?” She said she had never 
thought of those things as the days of 
miracles had passed, and such blessings 
were not experienced these days. I told 
her there was no evidence in the Bible 
as I could find where such blessings had 
been withdrawn, or that God had seen 
fit to withhold such manifested grace.”

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With these few like words I left the 
home with a sad heart to think that my 
tent was in a place to make unhappiness 
in a home of such affliction. We had 
morning services, but they were more in 
the nature of a Bible reading, and that 
night she said to her husband, “If you 
can get somebody to help you, I want 
you to put me on the cot and carry it 
over to that tent meeting tomorrow 
morning.” He remonstrated with her 
saying that preacher preaches loud, 
stamps his feet, claps his hands, and 
you never could stand it, but she said 
to him if I am there I don’t believe he 
will do that for I would like to go and 
hear him. 


The next morning early Mr. Conaway 
came to me and said his wife wanted to 
attend the meeting, but that he had 
remonstrated with her that she could 
not come. I said, “Sure, let her come. 
I will be willing to come over and help 
carry her to the tent.” But that was 
unnecessary as many in the village vol- 
unteered that service. But I did assure 
him we would not play the piano, nor 
would we preach loud or long, and evi- 
dently he believed me, for four of his 
neighbors with himself carried the bed 
on which his wife was lying and put it 
inside the tent. 


I = my word. There was no sing- 
ing, there was no loud praying, and 
with my Bible in hand I only talked in 
an ordinary voice, and as we were clos- 
ing the meeting she beckoned with her 
finger for me to come to her. I left the 
platform and went and knelt over the 
bed on which she was lying, and as she 
could not talk above a whisper I caught 
her voice saying, “I want you to espe- 
cially pray for me this morning for my 
physical healing.” I made it known to 
the congregation and I requested no 
loud praying, but for those who be- 
lieved in God to answer praver to come 
forward and kneel around Sister Cona- 
way for a season of prayer. 


I do not know how long we were 
praying, but I am quite certain |it 
wasn’t five minutes, and all at once she 
sprang from her bed and in a definite, 
distinct tone of voice began to praise 
God. She grabbed her dear husband 
around the neck and such hugging you 
never saw. I suppose it. had been years 
since that brother had had such a 
squeeze. Seeing this demonstration 
every one was thrown into a pande- 
monium of joy, and songs began volun- 
tarily, and she would join in helping to 
sing as she walked all around the tent 
shaking hands and embracing her sis- 
ters and neighbors. 


It was a time that we will never for- 
get, and it looked like everybody in the 
village got there in less than a couple 
of minutes after it all happened. But 
the most beautiful sight to me was to 
see her husband with that bed on his 
shoulder and some of the neighbors 
helping him to carry it home, while his 
wife was walking and praising God 
aloud, shaking hands with every one in 
reach, telling that she never felt better 
in all her life. I kept in touch with the 
Conaway family for fifteen years after 
this took place, and her husband told 
me she had never been in bed a day 
from the old trouble, but after she had 
been healed fifteen years she was still 
able to help the family do the washing 
and the general routine of the work in 
the house. Such evidences confirm my

not have investigated. He has brought 
with him from Wall Street, James War- 
burg, the son of Paul M. Warburg. 
Mr. Warburg is the head of the Bank 
of Manhattan Co. Mr. Warburg, alien 
born and the son of an alien who did 
not become naturalized here until sev- 
eral years after this Warburg’s birth, 
is a son of a former partner of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., a grandson of another part- 
ner, a nephew of a former partner, and 
a nephew of a present partner.

_ In concluding this short article, which 
is only a mere preface to what might be 
said on this important subject, I quote 
once more from an address delivered 
before Congress by Mr. McFadden:

On April 7, 1920 Mr. William D. Up- 
shaw, who was at that time a member 
of Congress serving his native state 
Georgia, made an eloquent appeal in 
behalf of Puerto Rico. He was speak- 
ing in defense of an important piece of 
farm legislation which was being con- 
sidered for the Island. A stirring de- 
bate was in progress when the Con- 
gressman arose and uttered the follow- 
ing forceful words which are taken 
from the Congressional Record: 


“... My honored friend and col- 
league, the gentleman from Illinois (Mr. 
Cannon) before whose years and wis- 
dom I stand with uncovered head, spoke 
of the distance between here and Puer- 
to Rico. Gentlemen of the committee, 
I would help you remember that there 
is no distance in the realm of faith; 
there is no distance in the realm of 
love; there is no distance in the realm 
of patriotism; there is no such thing as 
distance beneath the protecting folds 
of the American flag. (Applause) 
Somehow, it does not sound just right 
for us to speak of ‘they’ and ‘our.’ We 
accepted their loyalty during the war, 
we accepted their arms and their patri- 
otic support of the flag that now protects 
them, and if that is true, then it is not, 
it seems to me, a good point in this de- 
bate to discuss the distance of Puerto 
Rico from Washington or the former 
national alignment of the people in this 
new insular possession of America. 
Neither is it pertinent to discuss the 
productiveness or lack of productiveness 
of the mountain lands of Puerto Rico. 
.... America needs Puerto Rico; Puer- 
to Rico needs America. . . Let us, in the 
name of American fairness, American 
greatness, and American freedom, give 
them the handclasp of helpful fellowship 
as we seek to encourage their hearts, 
develop their resources and make them 
a rich, a glorious and a responsive part 
of the American Republic.” (Applause.) 


One day last summer, it was my 
pleasure and profit to be a guest in Mr. 
Upshaw’s home in the Southland. The 
conversation drifted toward Puerto Ri- 
co. Its moral and economic conditions 
were discussed. I found his interest in 
the Island to be the same as it was 
when he delivered his masterful address 
on the floor of Congress. I shall not 
soon forget how deeply he was moved 
to learn also of the spiritual need con- 
cerning which I was able to inform him 
having recently returned from a mis- 
sionary tour of the West Indies. He 
expressed hearty words of appreciation 
for the constructive effort which is be-

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The Future of Europe 
By Oswald J. Smith 





S THE Age closes two major pow- 

ers will arise in Europe, one will be 
known as the Revived Roman Empire, 
and the other will consist of the great 
Northern Confederacy spoken of espe- 
cially in Ezekiel. Both these groups 
will enter into conflict with the Jews, 
the latter to take a spoil and the former 
to exterminate them. The movement 
will begin in all likelihood by an inva- 
sion of Palestine from the north and 
this will open the way for the Battle of 
Armageddon in which the Roman Em- 
pire will be the chief actor. 


Before long Russia and Germany will 
be both together. There may be minor 
conflicts at the beginning but these will 
be brushed aside and an agreement 
made between the two nations. Com- 
munism as it exists today will be modi- 
fied, or may even give place to another 
form of government, a government 
sympathetic and satisfactory to Ger- 
many. Russia will provide the man 
power and many of the necessary re- 
sources, Germany the brains. The on- 
ly way, of course, that Germany will 
agree to co-operate will be by holding 
the whip-handle. Her great military 
genius will control Russia so that the 
two nations thus amalgamated will be 
in a position to form one of the strong- 

est powers ever organized in Europe. 


The second group, which will emerge 
as the Revived Roman Empire, will con- 
sist for the most part of those nations, 
peoples, and countries that were for- 
merly in the Ancient Roman Empire. 
Such countries, 
land, France and Italy. Thus there will 
be a move toward an agreement be- 
tween these three major powers. The 
final form will consist of ten nations 
amalgamated to form the Empire. 


According to the thirtv-eighth chap- 
ter of Ezekiel this great Northern Con- 
federacy consisting mainly of Russia 
and Germany, but also of Persia, will 
march on Palestine. The International 
Standard Bible Encyclopaedia says that 
the people known as Gomer were a bar- 
baric horde of Aryans, who in the sev- 
enth century B. C. left their abode in 
what is now Southern Russia and 
poured through the Caucasus into West- 
ern Asia. 

Speaking of the prince of Rosh, Me- 
shech and Tubal, it says that his ter- 
ritory was known as the land of Magog, 
and that he was the chief of those 
northern hordes, who were to make a

for instance, as Eng-. 


final onslaught upon Israel. According 
to Ezekiel’s account Gog’s army _in- 
cluded in its numbers Persia, Cush, Put, 
Gomer, and Togarmet, from the ex- 
treme north. They are represented as 
a vast mixed horde from the far off 

arts of the North, the limits of the 

orizon, completely armed and equipped 
for war. They are to come upon the 
mountains of Israel and cover the land 
like a cloud. Their purpose is plunder, 
for the people of Israel will be rich and 
will be dwelling in towns and villages 
without walls. 


But their doom is certain. A panic is 
to seize them. Rain, hailstones, pesti- 
lence, fire and brimstone, will consume 
them. Their bodies are to be food for 
the birds. For seven years their weap- 
ons will be used as firewood. Their 
bones are to be buried east of the Jor- 
dan in Hamon-gog, so as not to defile 
the Holy Land. 


It is very interesting to note the 
explanation of the word Rosh. It is 
the common Hebrew word for “head” 
or “chief”. It indicates the Russians, 
who in the tenth century under the 
name of Rus, dwelt on the river Rah 


(Bolga). 


I am not going to enter into a de- 
tailed interpretation of the thirty-eighth 
chapter of Ezekiel. With the informa- 
tion given above it should not be diffi- 
cult for anyone to understand it. God 
tells Ezekiel to set his face and prophe- 
sy against Gog, the land of Magog, the 
chief prince of Mechech and Tubal. 
Mechech is the modern Moscow of Rus- 
sia proper, and Tubal is Tobolsk of Si- 
beria. All prophetic students agree 
that Russia is the country here desig- 
nated. All down the centuries Russia 
has been one of the chief persecutors of 
Israel. Many a bloody pogrom has 
been witnessed on her soil. Germany is 
now following suit. The Prussians have 
always hated the Jews and the diaboli- 
cal work of Hitler is now giving ex- 
pression to this attitude. There are 
parts of Germany such as Saxony and 
Hanover where this hatred is not to be 
found. Germans from these parts are 
peace loving people. There are none 
better in the world. But the Prussians, 
the military class, those responsible for 
the war, these are like another nation. 
They are capable of a cruelty that we 
would only suspect among pagan In- 
dians. Hence their present attempt to 
persecute and murder the Jews. Thus 
Germany with Russia will form the 
confederacy spoken of in Ezekiel. 


It is not necessary for me to inter- 
pret this passage. The doom is clearly 
stated in chapter thirty-nine. Israel 
is protected and almost the entire 


northern ferce annihilated. I am only 
desirous of pointing out the changes 
that are to take place in the map of 
Europe in the not distant future. Let 
this then be borne in mind. Europe 
will be divided into just two great 
parts, Germany and Russia will head up 
one division; England, France and Italy 
the other. Now let us watch our news- 
papers for developments. God’s Word 
ts always fulfilled. Ezekiel thirty- 
eight and thirty-nine will be no excep- 
tion. 


Meanwhile, the Toronto Gospel Tab- 
ernacle is seeking through its specially 
trained workers to get the Gospel out 
to as many as possible among the Rus- 
sians so as to save them as individuals 
from participation in the terrible con- 
flict of the last days. During the past 
four years many thousands have heard 
the Message and hundreds have been 
definitely saved. We would urge upon 
all the necessity of prayer, for we are 
convinced from actual experience, as 
well as from the Scriptures, that 
designs to take out from among the na- 
tions a people for His Name. 





Cannibalism In Russia 


“Cannibalism is developing. In April 
a trial was held of a group of cannibals 
who were not only killing men, women 
and children for their own use, but 
made a trade of it, selling the meat on 
the market at a very high price. The 
dead bodies are digged in everywhere, 
often on the same spot where one dies. 
My uncle and a great friend fell down 
while walking in the garden and were 
dug in at the spot. Bodies are thrown 
into old wells. For the greatest mass 
of them big pits are dug into which 
they are thrown by scores. The bodies 
of many people are swollen and they 
wait for their turn to come. 


“The people in Russia are passing at 
the present time through what seems to 
be a final trial. News comes daily 
from there about the unimaginable suf- 
fering of the great majority of the na- 
tion. The horrors of the famine can- 
not be described. In my native village, 
in one of the richest provinces of Rus- 
sia, from fifty to seventy persons are 
dying daily of starvation. The Govern- 
ment which took from the peasants in 
January all their produce which could 
be found, up to the last grain, provides 
no help whatever to the famishing. 
Many of my friends and kinsmen have 
died during the last few months. Oth- 
ers are awaiting for the same fate. 
Children are dying on the hands of their

parents, and parents die leaving chil- 
dren without any means of livelihood.” 

The above statement is an excerpt 
from a letter received a a Toronto citi- 
zen revealing the ghastly conditions re- 
sulting in cannibalism existing in Soviet 
Russia at the present time. The citizen 
is well known and the ort is vouched 
for by the Evening Telegram, one of 
Toronto’s largest newspapers. Names 
are not given for fear that punishment 
might be inflicted on the informer. 
What a terrible condition! 
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death. And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast in- 
to the lake of fire.” These people lived 
by their “works” and they will be 
judged according to their “works”. 
Had they accepted Jesus Christ through 
“grace” they would be judged on the 
basis of “grace.” They will find that 
their “works” can not save them. 
When I come into judgment I do not 
want to stand in my shoes, I want to 
— in the shoes of the Man Who died 
or me. 


Hades, then is the abode of the de- 
parted wicked in this age between death 
and judgment. 


Gehenna 


After the White Throne of Judgment 
the occupants or hades are cast into 
gehenna. This is the only Greek word 
that we can associate with the popular 
meaning which is attached to our mod- 
ern use of the word hell. It is a place 
of eternal expulsion from the presence 
of God. Physical death is the absence 
of the spirit from the body. Spiritual 
death is the absence of the spirit from 
God. Whatever else hell is, it is the 
everlasting absence of God. Gehenna 
appears thirteen times in the New Tes- 
tament and is used in almost every in- 
stance by Jesus and without exception 
it refers to a future time of suffering. 


The Greek word Gehenna is derived 
from the ancient Hebrew Valley of 
Hinnom which was a deep narrow glen, 
south of the city of Jerusalem where 
children were offered in heathenish sac- 
rifice to the fire god Moloch. In a cer- 
tain part of this Valley there was a 
place called Tophet, where there was 
a brazen statue that was kept heated 
all the time and amid the beating of 
drums and the clanging of cymbals, 
human sufferers were thrown into the 
flames. This fiendish custom was an 
act of idolatrous worship to the fire 
gods. 


Jesus used the horrid rites which had 
been practiced in the Valley of Hinnom 
as a solemn warning to sinners in de- 
scribing the future, ultimate, abode of 
the departed wicked. Notice that ge- 
henna in the Four Gospels is a future 
state which begins after the White 
Throne of Judgment. There is not a 
sinner in gehenna today; there will be 
no gehenna until hades is emptied. 


There is another Greek word trans- 
lated hell; Tartaros and is occurs once 
in the New Testament. Peter uses it 
to describe “the deepest dbyss of 
hades.” It is presumably a place occu- 
pied by fallen angels. 


Two Resurrections 


To recapitulate let us observe: that 
the unrighteous go immediately into 
hades upon leaving the body, to remain 
until the second resurrection when the 
will receive bodies of some kind rena’ 
which personality can function, to stand 
before the Judgment Bar. After that 
they are consigned to an eternal region 
called gehenna. 


Those leaving the body in Christ go 
to an entirely different-realm. They go 
to be present with the Lord but their 
state of bliss is not perfect until the 
first resurrection. There are two resur- 
rections; the first for the righteous, 
then a thousand years of millennium, 


and after that a second resurrection for 
the unrighteous. “Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion: on ‘such the second death hath no 
power, but they shall be priests of God 
and of Christ, and shall reign with him 
a thousand years.” The state of bliss 
is not complete until the redeemed mor- 
tal receives his deathless, diseaseless, 
glorified resurrection body at the be- 
ginning of the millennium. 


The saints have something marvelous 
to look forward to! “Beloved, now are 
we the sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be: but we know 
that, when he shall appear, we shall be 
like him; for we shall see him as he is.” 


It is the deliberate purpose of Satan 
to befuddle thinking concerning the 
matter of life after death. Due to a 
lack of knowledge regarding the true 
teaching of the Scriptures on the sub- 
ject there has clustered around it a 
great deal of sentimentality. This need 
not be, for the Scriptures are explicit 
and need only to be studied. Death to 
Christians of the first century was not a 
plunge into the dark. They knew what 
conditions were like on the other side 
and they prepared consciously for those 
conditions. Death was to them an open 
door through which they walked into a 
bigger and broader life knowing, how- 
ever, that they would not come into the 
fullness of their inheritance in Christ 
Jesus until after the first resurrection, 
at which time they would receive bodies 
which would be utterly immune to sin, 
suffering and sorrow.
